PROSECUTOR TO PROBE INCREASE IN BREAD PRICE 


"Upon ihc receipt of a deluge 


of complaints from local citizens 


Monday concerning the announce- 


ment of several Portsmouth 
and 


Keff Boston bakers that the price 


of bread and cakes would be ad- 
vanced in price after a 
certain 


date/' rrosecuting Attorney Jo- 
seph T. Micklethwait stated that 
'it is purely illegal 
and 
the 


statutes of Ohio make it a penal 
offense, subject to a heavy fine and 
£ Penitentiary sentence." 


Should Ihc advance 'be 
made 


effective, the prosecutor said that 
an investigation would be made 
by the grand jury which will be 
called sometime this month. 


The attention of the prosecutor 


was called 'to a signed advertise- 
ment appearing in The Times in 
which it was stated that the price 
of bread and cakes would be ad- 
vanced. Tliis constitutes a com- 
bine ,the prosecutor holds under 
the statutes, and a violation will 
be prosecuted. 


The following 
statement 
was, 


made by Prosecutor 
Mickleth- 


wait: 


''A great number of complaints 


have come to me in, regard to the 
action of the bakers raising the 
price of bread. If the bakers are 
not making a profit, as they claim 
they are not, then it is their in- 
dividual right to raise the price 
of bread as individuals, but not to 
meet as an association and raise, 
or attempt to raise, the price of 
bread and by going together stifle 
competition." 


"It will be recalled a few»years 


ago the milk men here were in- 
dicted and tried before the local 
common pleas court, but in that 
case the action failed because Ihc 
state could not prove that they 
had agreed together .to raise the 
price of milk, but had taken such 
action individually. 


"As I understand it the bakers 


at a meeting held at a certain lo- 
cal bakery one day 
last 
week, 


agreed that on Monday, Septem- 
ber 11 th, certain bread that here- 
tofore sold at five cents a 
lonfj 


would be retailed at six cents and 
in pursuance of this agreement, a 
signed statement 
or advertise- 


ment was inserted in the paper, 
staling that on this particular date 
they would raise the price of. cer- 
tain bread. This, as I understand 
it, is in clear violation of the anti- 
trust laws of Ihis state, and 1 shall 
call the attention of the court, to 
the matter and ask Judge Thomas 
to give a special charge to the 


rand jury covering this matter.
